trees first,"and ramose all wood ly- 
ing on the ground. The good wood- 
lot has no dead trees". 
- "Next remove trees of inferior 
species. Sound straight white p'ne, 
hemlock, white oak, red oak, reck 
oak, hickory, hard maplf- tulip, wal- 
nut, black and yellow birch, ash, and 
basswood should be saved unless ma- 
ture and ready to cut.

Chickens Packed Breast Up. 


This seems to be quite a satisfactory 
way. It has advantages and disad- 
vantages. A car of poultry shipped to 
New York city from Kansas City 
raises the price per pound from 3^ 
to 4 cents, and before the consumer 
gets it, it is raised 1% to 2 cents more 
per pound. Yet the results obtained 
are usually in favor of this method of 
marketing.

cerns have adequate facilities for han- 
dling both live and dressed poultry, 
thus assuring good care of the prod- 
uct until it has been sold. It is es- 
sential that the product be the best 
grade possible to get the best results.

Thirty Pounds of Honey—White 


Clover Is Favored. 


Sufficient food is essential- Every 


colony should have at least 30 pounds 
of honey. White clover honey is best, 
although any white honey is good. 
Dark honey should be used sparingly; 
and honeydew honey not at nil, on ac- 
eount of the waste it contains. Bees 
never deposit fecal wuSte in the hive, 
but retain it in the large intestine, 
where It causes dysentery unless soon 
j-assed out.

STREET SWEEPING MAY 


INJURE GARDENS 


Many 
of the 
"thrift 
gardners" 


have an idea that street sweepings 
will supply the necessary plantfood 
for the production of a good crop: 
This is what the Farmer's .Guide says 
eipon this subject: 
"We are asked 


whether or not it would pay to haul 
street sweepings -and use them for 
fertilizer. 
The best answer ,we carf 


give to this question is the informa- 
tion furnished recently by the Feder- 
al Department of Agriculture. In a 
press bulletin it was shown that 
there was danger of applying harm- 
ful substances to the soil by using 
street sweepings, inasmuch as there 
is apt to be oil or tar in them. There 
are so many automobiles and motor 
trucks in use in our cities tocTay that 
it would be difficult to secure street 
sweepings that did not contain oil 
"and tar. Formerly when such sweep- 
ings consisted principally of horse 
manure, dust and sand, they could 
.be used for fertilizing gardens with 
satisfactory results." 


HEZEKIAH, THE FAITHFUL KING. 


LESSON TEXT—II Chroa. 30:1. — 
GOLDEN TEXT—He that conieth to 


God .must-believe that he ls/iand that he 
.Is-aTrewaraer of them that 'ff/igently seek, 
hirn.—Heb. 11:6. 


The reformation under Hezekiah.is 


one_ of the bright and attractive spots 
InThe latter history of jthe kingdom of 
Israel. It was a most thorough refor- 
mation and God set his seal upon it 
In. many-'- wonderful' ways. Teachers 
ought to .-give their classes a corfcpre- 
hensive vie'w.jpf all that Hezekiah did, 
as recorded in H Chron., chapters 
29-32. 


I. Hezekiah's 
Proclamation. (vv. 


1-6).'- -The proper introduction to this 
lesson would .be to return -to: chapter 
twentyrnine and note the restoration 
of.rthe worship of Jehovah. How it 
began in one man's heart, Hezekiah; 
how-he called the people to be clean 
(29:15), .then. called. upon a cleansing 
of the house of God and its restoration 
(vv.~18~ 19). 
How he called them to 


renewed sacrifice and worship (w. 
20, 21). The restoration of "the sin- 
offering and of the burnt-offering, and 
the result of these offerings in the Le- 
vitical music and in the worship of the' 
great congregation (29, 28). The se- 
quel of song always follows and ac- 
companies a true revival of religion. 
Having consecrated themselves unto 
the Lord, Hezekiah sends out this 
proclamation. The consecration of the 
people, as referred in chapter 29, was 
very complete. (See w. 31-36.) Heze- 
kiah •'was a man of deep discernment 
as well as~of true piety. He saw the 
irieaning~of the .sacrifice of redemption 
and put the~*passover forward as the 
very heart-center of "the worship of 
Jehovah, (See vv, 1, 2.) Whoever un- 
derstands the passover, -understands" 
God's way of "salvation. (See Exodus 
"12:13-23; I Cor. 5:7, 8; Kom.'3:25, 26; 
John 1:29.) Hezekiah did not confine 
his call to those of Israel alone, but 
extended It beyondJLts borders to those 
of Ephraim, thus manifesting" the true 
missionary spirit. • Hezekiah had am- 
ple Scriptural warrant keeping this 
passbver out- of its regular- .order (vv., 
9-13).r God is not a God of time or, 
place". Wherever obedience is possible, 
whether it be a matter of time or not, 
God approves. "Hezekiah,;" however, 
did not act upon his own Initiative, 
but" sought counsel. (See v. 2.) -The 
man who is the most clearly • led of 
'God-is. the man who is most eager and 
anxious to know, how God is leading 
other men and will listen most patient- 
ly to their counsel. The fact that the 
people had not "gathered themselves 
together at Jerusalem" for a long 
time, might have warranted a fur- 
ther delay. Not so with this enthusi- 
astic young king. He was not bound 
Jjy- precedent, but was anxious -to 
please God.- 
. 


II. Hezekiah's Exhortation (vv. -7- 


13). 
Hezekiah began his "exhortation 


by calling attention to the trespasses 
of their fathers (v. 7). : At the^ same 
time he reminds them that if God gave 
them over to desolation-because they 
themselves were stiff-necked (v. 8) 
and yielded not themselves unto the 
Lord to enter his sanctuary, which he 
had. 
sanctified unto them, they would 


come under the fierceness of God's 
wrath, for they had turned from the 
Lord; they had "trespassed against the 
Lord God of .their fathers." Becaiise 
of that trespass God had "given them 
np to desolation." 
Literally he had 


made them "an astonishment." This 
astonishment and desolation was well 
known, "as ye see" (v. 7). Anyone 
with'eyes open can see today the deso- 
lation of individuals, of families, com- 
munities and nations who trespass 
against God. For a generation we 
have'had the deity of Christ and the. 
inspiration of his Word called into 
question and that the individual man 
is the dictator of his own conscience 
.and life, and it Is because men have 
departed from their faithful allegiance 
to Jesus Christ and fail to obey his 
command, that we see the strife and • 
desolation of today. 


The first_departure caused people to 


be "stiff-necked" and Jehovah is call- 
ing them to repentance, but they would 
not bear (see Ch. 36:13; Ex. 32:9; 
Rom. 
10:21). "in place of this "stiff- 


neckness" of their bearts_ Hezekiah 
entreats them to turn again to the 
Lord and not to be stiff-necked as were 
their fathers (v. 8), that if they will 
turn again unto the Lord (v. 9) they 
will -find compassion so that they shall 
again enter his gracious and merciful 
dealings. Having yielded themselves 
they were to enter into communion 
with hirn and "enter into his sanctu- 
ary, which he had sanctified forever." 


They were also to serve him., Most- 


blessecl results were to follow for them 
and fpr their brethren antl their chil- 
dren, but all .of this bright prospect is 
conditioned upon repentance, surren- 
der, communion and service, which is 
based upon the fact that Jehovah "is 
gracious and merciful" (Kx.^34:6, 7; 
Ps. S6:5; Jonah 4:2; Mark 7:18). 
Then, even as now, there were those 
who would not yield themselves to 
God's gracious invitation. 
A"s 
the 


priests passed through the country of 
Ephraim and Manasseh, even unto Ze- 
bulun, they were "laughed to scorn 
and some mocked" (v. 10). •

Before the causes of diseases were 


known or the practical application of 
Nature's ways of producing immuni- 
ty, to disease, we had to suffer an at- 
tack of sickness and then trust to 
drugs and nursing for cure. 


This was a difficult task and the 


death rate was sometimes enormous, 
both in times of peace as well as of 
war. 


Then the day of prevention came. 


Gradually the laws of Nature were 
unfolded until today we know meth- 
ods of preventing diseases and' anti- 
doting the 
poisons generated 
:by- 


germs in the body. 


It was even as late as the Spanis-h- 


American War that we lost more 
soldiers from preventable 
diseases 


than we did from bullets. 
This was 


a disgraceful thing, as sanitarians 
could have prevented the high death 
rate. 
From 
what 
we can learn 


through the newspapers and other 
sources, France today is short-of dis-- 
infectants, in her trenches. 
We- do 


not see any great public excitement 
over this condition, or aiiy concerted 
action of our good citizens to give 
their mites to purchase and trans- 
port 
disinfectants 
for the French 


trenches so as to prevent disease. 


Therapeutics 
or drug " treatment 


seems to continue to have a hold on 
the lay mind, and possibly, to some 
extent, on the medical mind. 


Both the people at home in .every 


day life and the soldiers in our army, 
are much to blame for the sickness 
that exists. The medical profession's 
advice is not taken when these per- 
sons are well, but the moment they- 
get 
good and sick they call 
"oh, 


doctor, do relieve me from this awful 
pain" or "oh, doctor, save my life." 


Perhaps this call comes too late. 


A few words of prevention from the 
doctor to the patient and those few 
words obeyed, might have prevented 
the sickness and saved suffering and 
sorrow. .

As an example of the indifference 


of our people to advice given to keep, 
them well, t_will cite what happened 
in the Department of Health only a 
few years ago. The National Guard 
was to encamp at a certain place. 
The Department of Health surveyed 
all the water supplies. Where con- 
tamination 
was found we locked 


down some of the pump handles, or, 
where there were open springs, plac- 
ed large . signs upon them 
marked 


"dangerous. 
Yet to prevent sol- 


diers from drinking tLis polluted wa- 
ter, the officers in charge had to de- 
tail pickets so they would not.satisfy 
their thirst from these disease-pro- 
ducing waters. 


Do not let us lose sight, individu- 


ally or collectively, of preventing dis- 
ease both at home and in our mili- 
tary camps, let them be where they 
may.

We used 
a pine bos: , 18 by 12, and with a key- 
hole saw cut out a circle from the bot- 
tom of the box.
